last m inute entreaties of his

and physicians President Wilson took 
no p art in the 
inaugural 
ceremony 
today other than to accompany l*resi- 
dent-elect 
H arding from 
the White 
House to the Capitol. 


The outgoing president 
witnessed 
neither the ceremony in the 
Senate 
cham ber which attended the inaugu­ 
ration of Vice President-elei t 
Cool­ 
idge nor the ceremony on the plaza 
outside the Capitol where the incom­ 
ing president took th e oath. 


Imm ediately 
afte r 
signing some 
bills in the president’s room Mr. Wil­ 
son 
returned 
to his m otor car and 
drew* to his new home on .S street. 
W alking easily 
with the aid of a 
cane the outgoing president had per­ 
sisted in carrying out so much of his 
part of the 
program 
as called for 
him to accompany his successor in the 
abbreviated 
inaugural 
procession 
from 
the executive 
mansion to the 
capitol. 


W hen he departed from the White 
H ouse is w as 
necessary fur secret 
service men to place his feet on the 
succeeding steps as he descended and 
it was apparent to all that it wa 
next to impossible for him to take 
part*in the ceremony at the Capitol. 
M r. Wilson had been warned that 
he would do so a t the risk of losing 
all the 
gain he has 
made toward 
health if 
not his 
life 
Persist**^ 
it first he yielded a1 List amt mitt 
the Capitol before the inaugural cer­ 
emony actually began. 


M r. 
Wilson 
departed from 
th** 
Capitol about noon when the cer* 
monies in the Senate cham ber were 
about to begin.

President H arding’s cabinet officers 
entered the cham ber soon afte r the 
Wilson

filed in. 
The Su 
prem e Court 
justices, 
headed by 
Chief Justice W hite and officers *f 
the court arrived shortly 
afte r the 
diplomatic corps, who were attired 
in resplendent 
dress uniforms 
aril 
Headed by am bassador Jou.s^erand of 
8 ranee, chief of the corps. 
Tumultous Applause 


The joint congressional committee 
arrived with the vice president-elect 
at 12.15 and was w armly applauded 
by the entire assem bly. 
There was 
a pause while the congressional com­ 
m ittee left to escort the president­ 
elect into the cham ber. 
There was 
tum ultous applause as Mr. Harding 
on Senator Knox’s 
arm walked to 
his scat in front of the vice presi­ 
d ent’s rostrum and faced the audi 
•nee. 
At a signal from M r. 
M ar­ 
shall Mr. 
Coolidge took 
the cath 
with upraised arm and a distinct “I 
Do” a t the close. 
This was at 12.31 
p. rn. 
» 
When the applause died aw ay Mr. 
M arshall began the delivery* of his 
valedictory, to 
which Mr. H art! g 
listened intently. 
M arshall Applauded 
The audience applauded at length 
as M r. 
Marshall 
continued. 
He 
then declared the Senate adjourned 
sine die and tapping the gavel slowly 
stepped off the rostrum he had occu­ 
pied fo r eight yoaVs. 
Calling the 
Senate to order, Vice President Cmd- 
idge in a 
single faint 
tap ordered 
brayer by the chaplain, who during 
his invocation referred feelingly 
to 
President Wilson. 
Vice President 
Coolidge 
read a 
brief address while the audience lis­ 
tened intently. 
At its end the guc- s 
moved from the Senate cham ber to 
the portico of the Capitol for the in­ 
auguration of M r. H arding.

who died at Langley Field, Virginia, 
on F ebruary 8, is not satisfied that 
Lieutenant Rupp’s death was acci­ 
dental, an I has asked the D epart­ 
ment of Justice to make an inves­ 
tigation of all the events and cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the cas'% 
At the time of the L ieutenant’s 
death an arm y Ixiard of inquiry, fol­ 
lowing an investigation, made public 
a statem ent >n which it was held 
that death was accidental, due to a 
jose of carbolic acid. 
It was further 
explained at the time that the lieu­ 
tenant had probably taken the poison 
by m istake for some medicine which 
had been prescribed for him. 


It is learned, however, that there 
ar** several 
peculiar 
m atters con 
nee ted with the death of Lieutenant 
Rupp which had not been explained 
to tile satisfaction of his family rn I 
which the lieutenant’s survivors now 
insist -hall be clean**J up. 
One 
f 
them is, according to what is a p p a r­ 
ently reliable information, that win n 
th** arm y boar*! of inquiry was sitting 
at 
la n g le y Field on the death of 
Lieutenant Rupp, 
one of the 
wit 
nesses admitted having purchased th** 
carbolic acid. 
This witness, it was 
stated, wa** on term s *»f the utmost 
intimacy with the lieutenant. 
Another allegation that the Rupp 
family desires to have explained is 
that following the board’s findings, to 
the effect that death was accidental, 
the witness who had previously te s­ 
tified to having bought th** bottle of 
acid was perm itted to remove it from 
the dead lieutenant’s 
quarters 
at 
la n g le y Field.

views th** lase, is that the bottle con 
* taining the acid was found in a room 
d is ta n t from that in which I.ieuten 
ant Rupp was found.
